Tuan and Genéral lune FURSIANG to cas 
down the gage of defiance to the Allies 
because their own heads are in danger. 
General Tuna is-said to completely domin- 
ate the councils of the Court, aud as he has 
nothing to hope from either. the party of 
reform ‘in China or from negotiatiois with 
the Foreign ‘Powers, he will ‘aaturally! con- 
tinue irreconcilable. The Empreess-Dowager 
Yneantime holds the Emyeror Kwaxo Hav 
in safe custody and regards the southern 
Viceroys with distrust. She is quite aware 
that ‘both Cuane Cur-rona and Liv 
Kuna-y1 have’ remained on ood terms 
with the Powers and have kept the peace in 
their provinces . while.” the mandate to 
exterminate the detested foreigner had 
gone forth andavas being obediently enforced 
in the northern provinces by subservient 
tools aud Manchu officials impregnated -with 
hatred of ‘all change. She is reported to 
consider the Yangtze Vicerays aa little 
hetter than ‘traitora and to be plotting 
with the Allied Commanders for her cap- 
iure and the restoration of the Exreror to 
full power free from her influence. And in 
truth, while there is no such. plot in exist- 
ence, the idea that,the Foreign Powers will 
not in future permit her to sway the des- 
tinies of the Chinésé Enipire is‘sound enough: 
Tt wowld be the very crassest folly on the 
part of Treaty Powers over again to recog- 
nise this woman in avy position of power, 
Indéed, she ought to’ be exiled out ‘of ‘reach |. 
of mischief, and even then she wduld’fail to 
meet the punishment she richly deserves, 
which she would infliet without mercy 
on her opponents. As the Empress is a 
woman of great sagacity, she’ has no 
doubt arrived at the conclusion that she 
may as well prolong the quarrel and defer 
the settlement; in the hope that: time may 
breed dissension among the Foreign Powers. 
She is not so ignorant of European politics 
as not to know that the germs of disagree- 
ment always exist, and that a spark may at 
any inoment light a train and Jead to an 
outbreak, even, while they .aré face to face 
-with a common foe, But while this know- 
ledge inay ‘lead her to build upon chances, 
and to engage in.a winter struggle with the 
Allied Forces, she may find that, after all, 
the disagreements were trivial and the mis- 
understandings readily smoothed, and. that 
when the spring comes round again she 


will still have. to meet o stubborn .and, still | in 
L united foe, exasperated by prolonged ree 


sistance and attempts'to outwit them and 
to play them off ugainst each other. The 
blood..of .the innocents, Moreover, would 
still ery aloud for vengeance, and’ the long 
catalogue of injuries suffered and sustained 
would be still further extended.’

REVIEW OF THE SWIMMING SEASON, 
As this raco for tho 100 yards brought the 
swimming seuson ton clove, a brief retrospect of 
the championship may be welcome.
